TOWN WARRANT 


County of Franklin, SS. 


To Glendon Brackley, a Constable in the Town of Strong, County of 
Franklin, State of Maine. GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Strong, qualified by law to 
vote in Town affairs, to assemble at the Forster Memorial Building in 
said ‘Town, on Saturday, the fourth day of March next, at 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To consider reports of Town Officers and take action 
thereon. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to continue the existing 
administrative system during the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Road Commissioner. 


Art. 6. To choose Town Officers for the ensuing year, or authorize 
the Selectmen to fill minor offices by appointment. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate and raise for Elementary and Secondary Schools, including Teachers’ 
Salaries, Fuel, Janitor Service and Supplies, Transportation, Textbooks, 
Reference Books, Electric Lights and Power, Supplies for desk and 
Laboratory use, Driver Training, School Physician and cost of Admin- 
istration, including Salary of Superintendent of Schools, and compensa- 
tion of the Superintending School Committee, for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate and raise to pay Town Charges for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to procure Temporary Loans in anticipation of Tax payments. 


Art. 10. To see when the Taxes shall be made payable and col- 
lected. 


Art. 1l. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for the Collection of Taxes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount of 2° 
on all Real and Personal Property Taxes paid on or before June 1, 1961, 
or within 15 days of the date of commitment in the event Legislative 
delay should make the June 1 deadline impractical, and charge interest 
at 4°%% from October 1, 1961 on all Real and Personal Property Taxes 
remaining unpaid on December 15, 1961. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise to pay Discounts and Interest for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise to pay on Town Debt. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1000.) to be applied on the Fire Truck 
Note, so called, held by the First National Bank of Farmington. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of two hundred sixty six dollars and forty cents ($266.40) for 
snow removal on State Highway #4 as provided under the Revised 
Statutes of 1954, 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of ten hundred sixty six dollars ($1066.) for State Aid Road 
Construction (in addition to the amount regularly raised for the care 
of ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for maintenance of Summer Roads and Bridges 
for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 19. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for plowing and sanding Winter Roads for the 
ensuing year. 


Art.°20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2000.) from Excise Funds to be expended on 
the Nutting, or Pond Road, so called. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
six hundred dollars ($600.) from Excise Funds for purchase and 
application of Tarvia or Asphalt. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
one thousand three hundred seventy two dollars and sixty cents 
($1372.60) from Excise Funds to complete payment on Ford F 600 
Note. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
one thousand nine hundred seventy dollars and no cents ($1970.) from 
Excise Funds to complete payment on the Cat. Grader Note held by 
the Rangeley Trust Co. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1000.) for Equipment, this sum to 
supplement earnings under that account. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of six hundred dollars ($600.) for operation and maintenance 
of Public Works Garage. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for Rent of Hydrants for the ensuing year. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for Street Lights for the ensuing year. 


Art. 28. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for maintenance of Fire Department for the 
ensuing year. 
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Art. 29. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for Civilian Defense and Public Safety for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 30. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Police Services for the ensuing year. 


Art. 31. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for maintenance of Town Dump for the ensuing 
year, said sum to include cost incident to the closing of the present 
site on Route #4, 


Art. 32. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Support.of Poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 33. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Veterans Aid for the ensuing year. 


Art. 34. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Aid to Dependent Children for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of seventy five dollars ($75.) for Public Health Nursing in 
Strong, this sum to be expended by the Maine Dept. of Health and 


Welfare for local service. 


Art. 36. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to pay cost of supplies and services incident to the 
Public Health Program. 


Art. 37. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to pay Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 38. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for the purchase of Books for the Strong Public 
Library for the ensuing year. 


Art. 39. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Insurance for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 40. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


Art. 41. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Maintenance of Cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


Art. 42. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Maintenance of Sidewalks for the ensuing year. 


Art. 43. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for Abatement of Taxes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 44. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to complete the grading of the School Playground 
during the ensuing year. 


Art. 45. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for School Lunch Program for the ensuing year. 


Art. 46. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.) for the purchase of another 
deep freeze for the Strong School Lunch Program. 


Art. 47. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to pay the Town’s share of the cost of Social 
Security for the ensuing year. 


Art. 48. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for the protection of its employees under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. 


Art. 49. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for prevention and control of Dutch Elm Disease 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 50. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of fifty dollars ($50.) to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity 
Bureau to be expended and used for advertising the natural resources, 
advantages and attractions of the State of Maine in accordance with the 


provisions of Chap. 91, Section 108, of the Revised Statutes of 1954. 
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Art. 51. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of four hundred eighty six dollars and eighty seven cents 
($486.87) to meet the following overdrafts: School Playground, $190.30; 
Town Garage, $135.60; Social Security, $93.26; Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion, $67.71. 


Art. 52. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
on behalf of the Town to sell and dispose of any Real Estate acquired 
by the Town for non-payment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they 
deem advisable, and to execute quit claim deeds for such properties 
and the Town’s interest in Tax Liens whether completely foreclosed 
or not, this authorization to include any Real Estate acquired by the 
Town through the same process during prior fiscal years. 


Art. 53. To see if the Town will vote to accept one hundred fifty 
dollars ($150.) from the Estate of Irving Pottle and create the Irving 
W. Pottle Cemetery Trust Fund, and one hundred dollars ($100.) 
from Marguerite Sample and create the Fred W. Taylor Cemetery 
Trust Fund. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in session at the 
Forster Memorial Building for the purpose of revising and correcting 
the list of voters, at nine o'clock in the forenoon, the day of said 
meeting.

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Deferred Appropriations or Town Debt 


1944 — 1961 
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The average business man finds it necessary to take account of 
stock at regular intervals (annually in most cases) in order to determine 
what, if any progress has been made. 

Municipal officials, charged by law with specific duties, and in the 
average town expected not only to evaluate community problems, but 
also to develop sound fiscal programs which will lead to their solution, 
need the benefit of similar stock taking. 

It is evident that such a survey has a definite value for the citizen 
who has a concern for the buying power of his local tax dollar, even 
though he may be numbered among the vast majority who fail to 
attend or participate in the annual meetings where policy decisions are 
approved. 

In the case of private business, where the main purpose. of the 
annual check is to measure financial progress, the yearly period 1s 
adequate. 

On the other hand, in trying to measure Municipal progress, or 
in fact to clearly establish the existence of a trend, we need to consider 
a longer period of time. This is so because of the diversified interests 
involved, the wide scope of services required, and the abrupt policy 
changes possible in annual meetings or made in response to emergency 
conditions. 

We have chosen the 1944 - 1961 period because the present Board 
of Selectmen has been identified with local administration during these 
years and responsible to a degree for its moving off dead center and 
assuming what may prove to have been a new sense of direction and 
purpose. 

In the years prior to 1945 we had annually marked a program of 
public services, and rigidly limited the scope of each, through ap- 
propriations which finally proved, in some fields, to be inadequate to 
meet the vastly changed conditions. 

At the same time we refused to initiate any steps which would 
call for financing a long overdue program of capital improvements, 
involving mainly highway and bridge reconstruction, new fire equip- 
ment, and public works equipment with storage facilities. Under 
those conditions, elected public officials could do little more than mark 
time, in what was actually a holding operation. 

The first major capital outlay came in 1945 for the purchase of a 
truck with plows. It was followed in 1946 with the Grange Street 
Bridges, and the Valley Road — Lisherness Bridge projects featured 
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1948. From that time the program assumed a stepped up pace as 
shown by the table below. 

In the table (Col. 1) we list the years, while in column 2 we list 
the main project featuring each year. In Col. 3 we show the app. cost 
of the capital outlay and in Col. 4 the annual appropriation for debt 
reductions, together with special or regular funds to apply on specific 
projects.

Column 3 does not represent the entire expenditures under the 
program because direct appropriations were made in some cases from 
both regular and Excise Funds, while insurance coverage on 754 truck 
was applied in the 1958 purchase. Col. 3, therefore, represents only 
that portion of the cost of specific projects, treated at the time as 
deferred appropriations, and later covered through the issuance of notes. 

During these years, while this program was being formulated and 
carried forward, we have through the allocation of local funds supple- 
mented by T.R.I.F., reconstructed the Lambert Hill Road (now S.A. 
#4), the West Freeman Road (now S.A. #5), the Spaulding Road, 
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Pillsbury Road, True Hill, Burbank Hill, Church Hill, High St., 
Nutting (to West Shore Drive), and applied gravel the length of 
Chandler as a temporary measure. 

It will be noted that during the first six years, while we made 
small annual appropriations to apply on Town Debt, actually we failed 
to adjust our debt retirement program to the stepped up capital outlay. 

In 1951 we started applying the joint S.A. Fund of $3198. together 
with the Debt Approp., and in 1952 we increased the latter to $3500. 
and have maintained that figure to the present time. 

In 1957 we included for the first time the annual payment of 
$1000. on the Fire Truck Loan, and $2000. to apply on the Cat. Grader 
Loan. As the Town moved steadily to retire the debt, its equity in 
these investments has increased, and its financial position has become 
stronger. 

In business, as well as in government at all levels, it has long 
been an accepted principle to finance capital improvements through long 
term indebtedness with payments extending over a period of years 
representing the normal life of useful service of the structure, equipment 
or highway. 

The Town of Strong, paying no attention to the long term pay- 
ment formula, which has a powerful attraction for many, both in and 
out of government, has in about 10 years reduced its debt structure, to 
the point where we can now project our plans, beyond the day when 
the final note is paid.

Note: The major project has continued in the old section with the 
removal of turf and replacing it with loam. It is mostly handwork 
from the time we start cutting the surface and moving it to and across 
the fence. Following the same process, in reverse, we get loam from the 
trucks to the lots where it is needed. Progress is slow but we are mak- 
ing some. 

The area worked two years ago has come along very well, has a 
good stand of grass, and bushes and weeds are easily controlled. 

In May we filled any graves needing loam, applied fertilizer and 
seed and in most cases got a fair stand of grass started. 

We purchased a Power Mower and used it in conjunction with the 
old reliable hand scythe. It worked to good advantage in many areas, 
particularly in the restored portion of the old section. 

We had some work done at the building where we store grave 
lumber and other material. The work included a badly needed coat 
of paint.

NOTE: Under receipts in the detail of this account it will be noted 
that the bulk of earnings came (1) from Town of Strong, (2) govern- 
mental units within the County of Franklin, (3) the County, (4) con- 
tractors working in this area and (5) private driveway owners for gravel 
or fill. Under Misc. Earnings are included a large number, involving 
only one or two loads, and lumped to save space and cost. Each item 
was covered by appropriate invoice and in each case Treasurer’s Receipt 
was issued. These were subject to audit. | 


Men paid under this account included work on Equipment at the 
garage and the greater sum paid operators on non-Town projects. 


We had unusually heavy costs for certain items, tires, for instance. 
The tractor was re-tired, two were purchased for the Grader, and these 
“babies” run into money! We had a heavy toll of truck tires, many 
cut by broken glass bottles thrown on the highway after “the pause 
that refreshes ”, 
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We tied up $1,440. for cutting edges (steelbars), spare plow parts 
and special hardened chain. It is impossible to predict conditions for 
the next two months, but if in any degree favorable, we may emerge 
on April Fools Day with a fine carry over stock for next season. 


~ We are carrying a complete line of high grade lubricants for all 
Town owned equipment, being inclined to believe this is the most 
economical method of reducing maintenance costs. 

We have installed a 500 gallon diesel oil tank in the garage yard 
and that is now included in our inventory. 

The Tractor has again been the hardest worked equipment owned 
by the Town and we are numbered among those who wonder how long 
it can stand up and “take it”. 

We pulled the front wheel drive from the “Spirit of 1945” and 
replaced it with conventional front end. The old truck responded 
to the treatment and holds her battered nose high in the air. She may 
yet convince some of us that “Life really does begin at forty!”

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NOTE: Work under this activity started on April 12 with trucks 
moving gravel, while the Grader was used on some of the gravel sur- 
face roads. Frost action throughout the town was spotty, but gravel 
roads came through in good shape. We were less fortunate on dirt 
roads, particularly Streeters, which was kept open during the snow 
season by lumbermen. We assume ditches were filled with gravel and 
dirt by the dozer before the ground became frozen. In any event we 
were in trouble there by mid-April and the road remained a muddy 
mess until just before Memorial. 

The $60 donation by “ Bill” was a big help as it nearly financed 
2 4-yd. trucks hauling gravel for a day (9 hours). We were also forced 
to limit our loads in order to reach the bad spots, but these conditions 
are now the exception, rather than the rule, throughout town. 

We have had considerable trouble with the road leading from 
Worthley Hill to the residence of Neil Luce Jr. Using the grader we 
gained some needed width and better ditches. We followed up by 
moving 244 yds. of gravel from Walker’s and conditions have been 
much better since. 

We removed the old stone culvert on Vine St. near the M. E. 
Church, and installed a 46 ft. pipe arch culvert 43 x 27 inches costing 
$575.77. The expense of removing the old culvert and installing the 
Arch, together with laying stone headers at each end and finally re- 
storing, the tarvia surface, would if added to the initial price top $900. 

The expense will be fully justified if we are able to stop the flooding 
at that point. A culvert of the size and type installed will carry a high 
volume of water at full capacity. The big question is whether the 
water can get under, through, around or over the natural as well as man 
made barriers on the flat above the intake. The next month or two 
may provide the answer. 

Calcium Chloride was spread on Chandler, Burbank, True Hill, 
Nutting, Pillsbury and Spaulding Roads and on short branch roads 
such as Haggan’s, Stocky Stevens and Stevens Avenue (rear stores). 
Our increase in gravel surface and the wisdom of heavier applications 
point up the necessity of a larger annual appropriation for this item. 

We cleared bushes from a considerable mileage and this involved 
scythe, clippers and axe. The Chandler Road, for instance, is now 
mainly hand scythe. Burbank calls for considerable clipper work. In 
addition to the two just mentioned we cleared Pillsbury, Spaulding, 
Nutting (to end of construction), Church Hill and High St. and a 
short section on Taylor Hill. 
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During the season Me. Con. Power Co. and Somerset Tel. Co. did 
some control work — both manual and spray — along their lines located 
in the highway right-of-way. 

We arranged with Lucas Tree Expert Co. to spray that section of 
Sky Farm Road between Spaulding Corner and the New Vineyard line. 
Streeter has a spray program going on his road and future expansion 
of spray control will hinge mainly on the success of these two projects. 

During the past season w@ had more trouble than usual at spots 
where lumber was being yarded and loaded at roadside. The use of 
crawler type tractors on the highways, particularly turning, at these 
sites, did lots of damage, with entering trucks a close second. 

One of the larger operations was at the Dyar lot on the Nutting 
Road. Faced with a natural swampy condition, the operators went to 
considerable expense to avoid unnecessary damage to the roadway. 

When the rainy season struck conditions went rapidly from bad to 
worse. On Nov. 21 and 22 we moved 180 yds. of gravel to the site, but 
were unable to restore the ditches. We estimate an additional 150 yds. 
will be needed next Spring to complete the work. 

In many other instances truckers have filled ditches with bolts or 
stones in order to back vehicles nearer woodpiles. In 98 cases out of 
every 100 they drive away without clearing the obstructed ditch and the 
stage is set for a washed section. Are we too far out of line in sug- 
gesting that they have more than a legal obligation to clean the ditches 
they have blocked? 

It was necessary to continue grader work through the first week of 
December to eliminate potholes which resulted from wet condition of 
unfrozen gravel surface. Some deplored expense for this work just be- 
fore snow came to stay, but we get benefit from it all Winter with a 
better surface to plow and one over which trafic moves with greater 
safety. 

In summary, today’s maintenance program demands continuous at- 
tention and effort from early April until about December Ist. Such a 
program is geared to public demand and carries a price tag in excess 
of the amounts we normally make available. We can make an arbitrary 
cut-back in maintenance and effect a momentary saving, but in the long 
run such a policy will prove to have been a costly error. 

The public no longer approves pulling mud from roadside to cover 
existing gravel surface, nor is it too happy when we pull mud in to 
cover similar material already there. The 1800 yards of gravel used in 
maintenance during 1960 shows plainly how traffic problems have 
changed, and with that change the new concept of meeting them.

NOTE: We entered into an agreement with the Koppers Co. to 
furnish and apply Tarvia on Worthley Hill between Hartwell Brook 
and S. A. #2. A transport truck brought 3,400 gallons from Portland 
to do this job and also to treat some of the yards at Forster Mfg. Co., 
Inc. 
The Forster job, which was difficult to estimate, was done first and 
required more than anticipated. As a result we ran out of material a 
short distance above the old Allen place. . 

We furnished and applied the sand and also removed the excess 
after the Tarvia had stabilized. This job was done in conjunction with 
regular road maintenance and the cost was divided as fairly as possible. 

While the Worthley Hill job involved only a surface coat, Church 
Hill, High St. and School St. needed a mulch job. Due to culvert 
work on Vine, and new water service line across School, we decided to 
give the excavations a chance to become firmly compact before apply- 
‘ing Tarvia.

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NOTE: That part of 1959-60 Snow Removal Season included in 
this fiscal year was marked by numerous storms and the need of con- 
tinuous sanding. ‘That is shown by the cost figures in 10 payrolls be- 
tween Jan. 23, 59 and April 8, 60 which amounted to $3,530.13. 

The storage of snow equipment does not eliminate all payrolls 
during the off season. The removal of snow fence involves an annual 
chore which cannot be neglected and accounts for an expenditure of 
approximately $100. 

When Oct. - Nov. roll along there comes the job of stockpiling sand 
for Winter use. The 832 yards moved this year, figuring salt, sand, 
screening and trucking would reach $1,400. A larger amount will be 
required next year because we carried three or four hundred yards over 
from 59 - ’60. 

Between Nov. | and 15 it’s snow fence again, the cost running be- 
tween 3 and 4 hundred dollars, depending upon how much repair 
work is done on old fence. 

Sanding was started on Nov. 29th and normal operation carried 
on until mid December. The Dec. 17-Jan. 8 period had two heavy 
storms complicated by high winds. Fairly heavy plow schedules 
were required and the yardage of sand applied was at the seasonal 
average. The same can be said of snow removal from the business 
district, intersections, and school yard. From Jan. 8 to Jan. 21 (last 
snow P. R.) conditions were better and the costs, mainly for sanding, 
were down. 

On the whole, traffic has moved over local roads at all hours and 
without major difficulty.

NOTE: As indicated, private funds were involved in this project. 
We placed base gravel from Starbird Pit on sections of the drive between 
Nutting Road and the Richards-Kingsley spur. This was followed 
by surface gravel from Walkers. 
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It is interesting to note that Starbird Lumber Co. Inc. has pushed 
a dozer road from the Pratt-Jennings turn across Dickey Brook and 
generally parallel with the shore line, to intercept the Public Beach 
Road. Traffic between the two roads is scheduled to be blocked at the 
junction in order to ‘preserve the Drive and the Starbird extension as 
primarily a private way. However, it should be noted that traffic will 
move freely from one road to the other in event of forest fire or other 
emergency. 

The Starbird project, while private, is of major public interest since 
it opens, or will eventually open, about 20 shore lots for development. 
It is one of the last shore properties in Town available for such develop- 
ment. | 
It is hoped that some of our people, particularly those of our young 
and promising business men (no names mentioned) who seem to be 
taking an interest in shore property or other attractions in more remote 
sections of Franklin Co. will turn their attention to this new develop- 
ment at Porter Lake.

NOTE: At the time of the Annual Meeting one year ago the projected 
highway program called for a 50-50 split of the T.R.I.F. for expenditure 
on two roads — Burbank Hill and Nutting — supplementing each with 
an appropriation of $1,000. from Excise Funds. 

Later in the year, in order to avoid the necessity of involving the 
State of Maine in both projects, we allocated the T.R.I.F. to Burbank 
Hill, and transferred the Excise Tax appropriation intended for that 
project to Nutting Road. The net result of the exchange was a $200 
advantage for Burbank Hill. 

Work on the Nutting Road followed a familiar pattern involving 

heavy cutting on right-of-way, rugged dozer work to clear rocks and 
stumps, and the application of a substantial base to carry the roadway 
over the bog outlet near West Shore Drive. 
_ We estimated that the dozer placed more than 300 yards where 
sub-base was needed. Town equipment moved at least 100 yards of 
rocks to sections where greater strength was required. We moved 1025 
yards of straight base from Starbird’s Pit at Fuller Corner, and another 
340 yards of surface gravel from Walker’s. 

A new metal culvert was installed to provide drainage of the bog 
which extends northerly toward Taylor Hill. In conjunction with Camp 
Owners a culvert was purchased for installation where the Shore Drive 
leaves the Nutting Road. 

We feel confident the new section, approx. 1400 feet in length, 
and 18 feet in width, will prove adequate for all types of traffic for a 
long period of time. Those who have chosen to criticize the expendi- 
ture of special funds on this road during the last five years have already 
been proven wrong, because it carries a higher volume of traffic per 
year than any other rural road in this Town and we could probably 
add one or two of our accepted S. A. highways to the list.

NOTE: This project extended from a point below the Walker 
buildings up Bingley Hill, a distance of approximately 1400 feet, con- 
necting with the gravel road at residence of Norman Libby. 

The section involved has long been a difficult problem for both 
Summer maintenance and Winter plowing. It has been a heavy drain 
on annual appropriations for Summer Roads and several special funds 
have been expended to meet emergency conditions. However, the 
basic problem of water run-off remained. The hill presented a real 
challenge to snow removal equipment particularly after one of our 
traditional North East storms. 

One of the major expenditures during the ’60 project was for dozer 
work, which resulted in eliminating the high cut and giving us both 
greater width and generally better slopes. It enabled us to make a deep 
fill midway of the hill and establish a more gradual grade. By its use 
we were able to move several huge elm or maple stumps near the 
Bingley buildings. The dozer work was made more difficult by the 
extreme dry condition prevailing which caused the rocks and compacting 
material to separate. 

We installed a coated and paved culvert 40 feet long and 2 feet 
in diameter in place of the old plank culvert at Bingley’s yard. The 
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diagonal course of the culvert under the roadway, and the fact that it 
also carries vehicle traffic into the field across the road, account for 
the length. 

We moved 1110 yards of. fill and surface from Walker’s Pit in ad- 
dition to several hundred yards moved on the site by the dozer or Town 
equipment. 

We dug a diversion ditch wherever possible to carry water away 
from the shoulder ditches, and the fact that damage was very light from 
the Maine Style Hurricane, gives reason to hope we may be able to 
control the road wash once the base has become compact.

Note: We staked out roughly the area we thought we could grade 
with the amount available. After the work got underway we dis- 
covered that it was taking much more fill along the south side of the 
grounds to bring it up near level.

Naturally we were caught in an overdraft, but those interested in 
checking figures will find that the average cost per yard was 78 cents, 
which included cost of gravel as well as moving and grading it on the 
grounds.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of Strong: 


I wish to submit my annual report for your consideration. 
The number of students enrolled in the Strong schools as of 
February 1, 1960, was 287. The enrollment is as follows:

After all bills were paid we ended the year with a balance of 
$1,970.83. This amount was allowed under Teachers’ Salaries for 
sick leave and was not expended. The total amount spent for Educa- 
tion this year was about $8000 more than last year, because last year 
the teachers decided that they would take their money on a 24-pay- 
ment basis. Thus, we withheld about $5000 out of their pay to pay 
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them in the summer. This accounts for the lower amount spent in 
the 1959-60 school year. In the 1960-61 school year we spent that 
amount we withheld from the teachers, and about $3000 more for 
teachers’ salaries, as many of our teachers were not on the Minimum 
State Salary: Law as required by the State. This year some teachers 
will have to receive a raise, and then all teachers will be receiving at 
least the minimum as required by law. This year the requested ap- 
propriation for schools is $42,956.17. This is a sharp increase over 
the appropriation last year. The reasons for this increase are: 

1. A decrease in the foundation program because fewer students 
are enrolled in elementary school. The high school is about the same, 
around 70 students. ‘Therefore, no increase in state subsidy to help 
defray the increased cost of Education. 

2. The number of tuition students from Avon and New Vineyard 
has decreased, thus we will receive about a thousand dollars less in 
tuition money. This will have to come from the taxpayers. 

3. The foundation program for thigh school students is set 
for small schools at $241 per pupil. This is about half of what it costs 
the taxpayers of Strong for each high school pupil. Therefore, all the 
money we spend on secondary pupils above $241 must come from the 
taxpayers. 

4. The increase of $2500 in your Budget over last year’s is caused 
by increased teachers’ salaries, $500 more for transportation and $1500 
for a Music Supervisor. 

Therefore, because of the increased cost of Education and the lack 
of an increase in state subsidy we are forced to ask the taxpayers to 
raise and appropriate more money for support of their schools. 

This year we built book closets in each room and removed all 
books from the supply room. We installed a ventilating fan in the 
supply room as required by the school lunch inspector. This room is 
now used to store school lunch supplies. 

Mrs. Hilda Spencer and Mrs. Lillian Berry are the cooks in the 
Lunch Program this year. They should be commended for their 
work, as this is not an easy task. 

In closing, I would like to thank the School Committee and the 
Citizens of Strong for their cooperation.

Report of Health Officer 
and School Physician 


Another year has gone by and seen the usual school physical 
examinations carried out and immunization against polio, lockjaw, 
whooping cough, diphtheria and smallpox given to those pupils whose 
parents signed consent slips. 


In many states it is mandatory to have these shots or you don’t 
go to school. We in Maine seem to feel our personal liberties are 
being trampled if our children are “made” to submit to such things. 
Perhaps there is a parallel in the squabbles which have arisen con- 
cerning flag saluting and Bible reading in school. 


The protagonists and antagonists in the medical field in regard 
to smallpox vaccination were recalled some years ago by Dr. Victor 
Heiser in his “American Doctor’s Odyssey.” He related that there used 
to be many doctors in the Pacific area who didn’t believe in vaccination. 
Most of those were dead at that time, however, cause of death, 
smallpox.

_ Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


IN STRONG FOR THE YEAR 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health of 
individuals and families living in a community. An organized pro- 
gram for public health is one that offers those individuals and families 
every possible chance of living and enjoying life, free from handicaps 
of preventable disease and disability. In more formal terms, the ob- 
jective of a public health program is to bring to all the people the 
benefits of modern medical and related sciences including the care and 
rehabilitation of the sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, 
and the prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of this objective. 
All together, they make up a “health team”. The public health nurse 
is an essential member of this team. She shares in planning and action 
with other workers in the fields of health, education, and welfare; 
with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with school personnel; with citizen 
groups. One of her important functions is coordination with the others 
involved to provide public health services to individuals, families, and 
community. Citizens of the community are also essential members of 
the health team. Alert to the health needs of their community, taking 
their share of responsibility to meet these needs, their contribution as 
health workers is indispensable to the effectiveness of the public health 
program. A vital, dynamic, working “health team” in the local com- 
munity strengthens the public health not only of that community, 
but also of the State and the Nation. i 

Three monthly child health conferences were held in the spring. 
The 61 infants and preschool children who were brought to the con- 
ferences were given physical check-ups by the doctor and received their 
immunizations against polio, diphtheria, tetanus (lockjaw), whooping 
cough and smallpox. 
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In the fall the children in junior primary grades 1, 4, 7 and 11 
were given physical examinations by the doctor. One hundred and 
twenty-eight children were seen at this time. The routine immuniza- 
tions were offered to all children in the spring and 159 inoculations 
were given at the request of the parents. 

Home visits have been made wherever indicated and it is hoped 
that whenever the need arises all individuals will feel free to call upon 
the nurse. 

It is a pleasure to work among the people of Franklin County and 
I thank you for your cooperation.
